Copies of the indiciment were or 
dered served on the defendants 
immediately probably this even 
ing—in the German language with 
nstructions to be ready for trial 
within 30 days 

Most of the 24 individual de- 
fendants already were in Allied 
custody at Nuernberg, where the 
actual trial will be held. They 
include Reichsmarshall Hermann 
Goering, former Geputy Fuehrer 
Rudolph Hess and former chief 
of the German high command, 
Marshal Wilhelm Keitel.
